The government 
has been exceedingly generous toward 
him—has paid his enormous debts con- 
tracted by profligate habits, has given 
him money to increase his lavish expen- 
ditures, and now is called on again to give 
the beggar more money. The young man 
should be permitted to learu some of the 
simplest rules of economy and manly 
discretion before Parliament pays any 
more of his debts.

Hair brushes are beat, cleaned by 


washing them in saleratus or soda 
water, which removes all the oily coat- 
ing.

A LONDON FOG. 


To one .whose vividesl notions of fog 


hsverbeen acquired at Newport or Nan- 
tucKet, where, marvelously as a troop 
of gliosts at noonday, freakish clouds of 
mists whirl into the brilliant sunshine, 
blotting it out with every outline of the 
house across the narrow street, and as 
swiftly whirl away, or in New York, 
where real danger'lurks on her shroud- 
ed waterways and in her busiest streets, 
that is marvelous reading that sets forth 
how n cloud of vapor can paralyze the 
activities of a city like a mighty world 
in itself, send up the death rate swift 
and high, and till the accident wards 
in the hospitals and the casualty col- 
umns in the newspapers with victims. 


But a dense London fog is a terrify- 


ing thing, whether one be in-doors or 
out; depressing to sense and spirit, 
and, if it be accompanied with air of 
bitter.chillness, it is extremely distress- 
ing 
to endure by an3T one not 
in 


high health. 
The winter just past, 


closed, in character, England's dark 
year. Murkiness of varying intensity 
reigned, day in, day out,"for weeks to- 
getiier. A London letter said, in Feb- 
ruary, "We live by gas or candle-light. 
Ifris twilight from the time we get up 
until three o'clock, then it is dark; and 
on foggy days twilight is omitted.'1 
And in the same month the obituary 
fists of the Times were filled with the 
deaths of aged people. 
Protracted ab- 


sence of sunshine is of itself a calamity. 
As the gray dead days follow each other 
the yearning for light and heat be- 
comes a positive pain. No dweller un- 
der brighter skies ever spends a No- 
vember in London without amazement 
that any artist makes London his home. 
When in winter can he work? 
What 


light does he find to work by? And 
wLat does he do with the days when he 
wakes to a coffee-colored obscurity in 
his rooms, and all the world outside his 
window panes is drowned from sight in 
a lurid haze? 


In 1873, for a week or more, London 


was buried in one of the most aggra- 
vated fogs old Londoners could remem- 
ber. 
At times all movement ceased, 


and neither love nor money could com- 
mand a carriage. 
When the dense yel- 


low vapor lightened a little the fog-horn 
blew ceaselessly on railways, rivers, ca- 
nals ; and drivers of carts, omnibuses 
and cabs signaled each other and way- 
farers withlbells and shrill whistles, and 
crept along at a snail's pace. But with 
all care collisions were plenty; there 
were accidents terrible, mingled with 
some only.laughable ; people lost them- 
selves and people and animals wander- 
ed haplessly off piers, bridges and em- 
bankments." The writer was then stay- 
in°j just out of London, in the lovely 
hilly country toward Sydenham. 
Usu- 


ally London lay beneath our ga/.o like a 
map unrolled—the Thames, with its 
grand bridges, the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, tho clock-tower and Westminster 
Abbey in the foreground, and the great 
dome of St. Paul's hovering high in the 
dim distance. Now London was hidden 
in a sea of sullen, smut-laden fog, and 
\ve seemed to be living alone in an eu- 
chantod world ; for a white inist, un- 
tinged by any trail of smoke, lay like a 
light veil over everything, shut 'oft 
hoxises and human beings, narrowed 
our vision to garden spaces, arches un- 
der old park trees, and hedgerows on 
either side the country lanes in which 
we walked, and all out-of-doors was 
was heavily powdered with hoar-frost 
that, because of its slow deposition 
hour after hour of successive .still, chill 
days, was the airiest, feathericst accre- 
ticut of ice crystals possible to fancy. 
Without sun there was, of course, 
no 
glitter, 
no 
iridescence ; 
but 


all 
was. fantastic, 
beauty, 
austere 


purity, ftml-'glorificaliou of tho com- 
monest objects. 
Each little capsule of 


the mosses that veined the walls had 
turned itself into a fairy umbrella. The 
fruit of the arbutus tiees glowed car- 
mine under a filmy icin<r, and a white 
halo hung ray-wise, liglft as a breath, 
round the fringed disks of some late- 
lingering chrysanthemums in a sheltered 
nook of tho garden. The sharp curled 
edges and bristling points of hollies 
were muffled iu down; down outlined 
all the overlapping points of the blaclc, 
green, rich-mottled leaves of the ivy 
Screens; and tho pines, the firs, the 
woeping birches and the gothic arcades 
of the park wore a solemn splendor fit 
for a dream of the heavenly country. 
. But, stirless as the air was, its icy 
dampness pierced to the marrow. "The 
owl for a]! his feathers" would have 
shuddered as did wo in furs when, on 
one of the days that the obscurity was 
lessened enough for cautious getting 
about, we set off by rail intent upon 
using our tickets for the last matinee 
which Dr. Von Bulow would give that 
season in England. Besides the music, 
some accumulated shopping and lunch 
at a French restaurant were on the 
day's list; but as we neared the city the 
fog grew yellower and yellower, breath- 
ing became heavy work, we were too 
miserably cold for speech, and when 
finally we essayed to walk the trillino- 
distance from the station where we lefl 
the train to the strand, our hmo-s, 
throats and eyes smarted so unbearably 
from the acrid, smoke-saturated mist 
that we were thankful to take refuse in 
a close carriage anil dally away at tho 
cafe the hours before we were due at 
St. James's Hall. 


To any save Londoners tho groat con

handkerchiefs; the piano loomed, a 
formless mass, above the cloud-wrapt 
stage: even the master, when he came 
bravely forward to encounter us, was 
but a ghost, featureless save for a fore- 
head of true ghostly pallor. 
That he- 


conquered us, that we forgot to shiver, 
to ache, to be conscious wo were peer- 
ing through gloom, that we woke from 
our torpor to tingling life in all our 
emotions, that goes, perhaps, without 
telling, but it was a famous victory! 


Whnn we descended to the street 


again the cabs were all lighted, torches 
sped hither and thither, and our home- 
ward way was a long toil of crawl, and 
pause, dismal clangor of boll, blasts of 
horn, shrieks of whistle, and physical 
discomfoit that we bore in grim silence, 
yet when we n-achcd our haven some 
of. us uli quench ably declared we would 
endure the misery all over again if so 
only wo could experience the same de- 
light. 
The night, if il. did not bring 


counsel, removed and aged a little the 
spell, and when wo read in tho morn- 
ing papers the last casualties of the 
darkness, thu deaths from bronchitis 
and weakened liearl, the su(location of 
the prize cattle at tho Smithlield show, 
we owned that, our pleasure was over- 
dcarly bought, maybe, or might have 
been, and that a cluiracleristic London 
fog has perils not lightly to bo adven- 
tured.

Jefferson's Desk. 


It is a curious circumstance that the 


author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence should not have known how to 
spell the word independence. 
He was 


a highly-educated gentleman, a gradu- 
ate of the College of William and Mary, 
and all his life' long a thoughtful and 
diligent student. 
Nevertheless, in a 


carefully-written note—n note intended 
to be preserved-lie spells the word 
wrong' twice, "independance" instead 
of independence. 


When Thomas Jefferson was in Phil- 


adelphia in 1775, as a member of the 
Continental Couc/res.s, lie needed a port- 
able writing-desk for use at his lodg- 
ings. His landlord was Benjamin Ran- 
dolph, a cabinet-maker. Mr. Jefferson, 
who was himself a pretty good mechan- 
ic, and very ingenious in inventions (it 
was he who invented the revolving 
chair and the portable seat), drew the 
plnn of a new kind of writing-desk, 
which Benjamin Randolph macte for 
him.lu the following year, tho over-mem- 
orable 1770, lie wrote upon this desk 
tho Declaration of Independence. 
He 


wrote it in a small, clear hand, upon a 
small, neat desk; the arl.ielu last named 
being fourteen inches long, ten wide 
and three high. 
When he returned to 


Monticello lie took his little desk with 
him, 
and he continued to use it for 


many years. 
In 1825, when it, was just 


fifty years old, one of his grand-daugh- 
ters, Miss Kllen Randolph, was married 
to Mr. Joseph Coolidge, of Boston, and 
soon took up her residence in that city. 
The married pair traveled to Boston by 
land, but sent most of their effects by 
sea in a vessel that was wrecked. Of 
all her lost treasures., the young bride 
lamented most a writing-desk contain- 
ing the letters she had received from 
her grandfather, as well as some of the 
presents he had made her when she 
was a child. To console her for her loss, 
Mr. Jefferson, who was then past eighty- 
two years of age, sent to her husband 
the desk made by Benjamin Randolph 
in 1775, upon which he had written the 
Declaration. 
This brings us to the bad spelling. 


Mr. Jefferson accompanied tho gift with 
tho following .note, of which we have 
now before us a photographed copy. It 
is written in the smallest, neatest, most 
legible hand. There is no mistaking 
the a for an e. He evidently wrote in- 
dependar.ce with the utmost delibera- 
tion, and he wrote it twice: 


"Thomas JeflVrsoti gives this writing-desk 
to Joseph Coolidge, Jr., lisa memorial of direc- 
tion. It was made from n drawing of his own, 
by lien. Kiuidolph, eabim-t-inaker lit Philadel- 
phia, with whom he tirst lodged on his arrival 
in that city, in May, ITTli, and is the indention! 
one on which he wrote the Declaration ol' In- 
dependaiiee. 
Polities, as well as religion, has 
Its superstitions. These gaining strength with 
time, nmy one day give, imaginary vtilno to 
this relic, for its associations with the birth fit 
the Great Charter of our Independaiiee, 
" Woiitlcelli).
